Certain great artists have become 

interested in a form of local crafts- 
nenship, pottery making, and have bre— 
athed new life into it.

Every~ 
where on the Céte d'Azur, one can now 
find potters. 

One of the most beautiful towns at 
the Riviera is Nice which was founded 
about 350 B.C. by the Massaliotes. Now 
it is an essentially modern town of 
360,000 inhabitants and well known as a 
tourist resort throughout the world. IT 
spreads along the shores of the Bay of 
Angels (Baie des Anges), which is bor- 
dered by the famous Promenade des Ang- 
lais, a wide-spread avenue will over 
four miles long edged with rose-laurels 
palm trees and palatial hotels. The 
town has grown enormously in the last 
few years and the new seaboard road— 
continuation of the Promenade des Ang~ 
lais—year by year shows still newer 
additions to the fine buildings which 
lready line mich of its length and whi- 
ch present an architectural style per~ 
fectly suited to this land of sunshine. 
Prom the pine-clad hill, the Rocher du 
Chateau, which until the 18th century 
carried the fortifica tions which de- 
ended the town, there is a magnificent 
view over bay and town. 

Alongside the modern town is the 
unchanging Old Town of narrow streets, 
deep in cool shadows, full of movement 
in the evenings. The open-air markets 
(flower market, vegetable market) over- 
flow with a colorful variety of produ- 
cts and make such endless polychromatic 
scenes as delight painters and photo- 
graphers. 

This essentially tourist town is 
admirably equipped with hotels (more 
than 300), and there is one exactly 
suited to each individual's taste and 
means. Alongside the lururious, top- 
grade hotels there are charming little 
restaurants in every street where one 
may eat very well for very little. All 
through the year there are popular fes- 
tivities whose renown hes spread far 
beyond the limits of this 
most famous of all is the 
al, which draws great crowds each year 
from many different countries to see 
the procession of imaginative floats,

‘and to enjoy the carefree atmosphere. 
Then, in the very heart of the resid~ 
ential quarter of Cimiez, between the 


Roman arena and the Franciscan convent 
(very lovely retable, attributed to J. 
Mirailhet) are the ruins of the Roman 
town and thermae, which recent excava~ 
tions—amongst the most considerable 


undertaken in France—have brought to 
light. Those fascinated by folklore & 
local history will find the Musée Mass- 
éna of very great interest. 

At Cimiez, see the Musée Matisse, 
the Roman remains, and the Louis Bréa 
retable. 

Many sports may be enjoyed in the 
Principality (a sovereign State, lapped 
on one side by the Mediterranean and on 
the other, separated from France by an 
invisible frontier), especially water 
sports. 

To conclude this brief article a- 
bout France, we would like to mention 
some examples of: "How to be a Canadian 
in France" 

‘Sometimes wild misconceptions exis 
in the mind of one people about another 
To save you any later embarrassment, we 
forwarn you of the worst. This will 
enable you to prepare firm, but courte 
ous answers to any "Bizarre" questions: 

1. Oh, they do speak English in Canada 
then? 

2. Does it snow the year round? 

3. Is Lester Pearson still Minister of 
External Affairs? 

4. Do you see many Eskimos around? 

5. Is it true thatthe Canadians on one 
side of Canada are going to bed 
while those on the other side are 
getting up? 

When a Frenchman asks you "Yous étes 

Anérican?” be ready to dart with "Non, 

Monsieur....je suis Canadien". This 
will probably produce a smile and may~ 
be a reference to some wartime experi- 
ence when Canadian soldiers fought on 
French soil. 

To avoid being mistaken for an American 
do not overpatronize hotdog stands, 

American bars and the few American type 

drug stores that are to be found in 

Paris. Do not rely exclusively on the 

Paris edition of the New York Herald 

Tribune for your news. Don't dress or 
act like a Texan. 

To avoid being taken for an Englishman: 
do not wear a bowler hat, do not pat- 
ronize the occasional tea-rooms or pubs 
that have sprung up around Paris.

actually disappecr in the process of a 
cell becoming cancerous. These are de~ 
oxyribomuzlease, or DNAnse, and ribonu- 
clease, or Riidnse. 

The apparent function of these tw 
enzymes is to attack and destroy the 
nucleic acids after which they are namet 
deoxyribonucleic acid and ribonucieic 
acid, which control the growth of cells 

Here lies the very essence of the 
long human search for the cause and curt 
of cancer, for cancer is essentially 
the uncontrolled growth of cello. If 
the disappearance of these enzymes al~ 
lows the uncontrolled growth of the nuc- 
leic acids and hence the cell itself, 
then to prevent such disappesrance, or 
to replace the enzymes, seem logical if 
over-si plified steps to take. 

Here our logic is upset by one de- 
vasting fact: although RNA is actually 
broken down by RNAase in living cells, 
DNA is never broken down. 

What then is the role of the DNA 
ase? "Perhaps," theorizes Dr. Daoust, 
"ite purpose is to taxe care of the DNA 
after the cell dies." 

+ Again, possibly a cell is oc 
ally invaded by DNA in the form of a 
virus from another cell and is destroyec 
ty the Div'ase. In living celle the two 
enzymes might thus be a defense mechan 
ism against foreign or abnormal nucleic
